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A Fundamental Error 


In regard to the the Order of Nine Angles (O9A, ONA) a basic error that many academics, and many others, have made 
is that of assuming that one specific and time-limited method (praxis) used in one stage of the hermetic Seven Fold 
Way, that of External Adept, represents the raison d'étre of the O9A. This particular method, this particular personal 
learning experience, is the task known as an Insight Role which only lasts from between twelve and eighteen months 
{1} after which the individual moves on to the next stage, involving as that stage does the arduous, the difficult and 
decidedly individual rite of Internal Adept during which the individual withdraws from society for between three to six 
months. Hence the name Internal Adept as opposed to External Adept 


The rite Internal Adept and what the individual discovers, through it, about themselves and the external world, betake 
the individual far beyond sorcery and 'satanism' of whatever type (and by whomsoever defined) and far beyond a 
direct involvement in the world (political or otherwise) because there is no desire within them to attempt to directly, 
causally, dialectically change what-is into something, some idea or ideal, some person of some group has posited as 
part of some ideology or some movement for social and/or political change. 


For it is the hermetic and practical Seven Fold Way, with its personal and individual and decades-long enantiodromia, 
that is the raison d'étre of the O9A, not an ideology political or otherwise and not 'satanism' by whomsoever defined. 


One aspect of the insight, the perceiveration, that the rite of Internal Adept engenders in the individual is what has 
been termed The Aeonic Perspective; that is, of the metamorphosis of Aeons and their associated civilizations - their 
genesis and their nature and their necessary decline, replacement, and ultimate demise - and that this metamorphosis 
also applies to not only the causal governments, societies, nations, ideologies and religions, of such Aeons and 
civilizations, but also to the causal abstractions that such causal entities manufacture during their temporal life. 


The Adept therefore has or has acquired an a-causal view of such causal abstractions and causal entities which in 
practice means that Adepts have no further need of, or like the Rounwytha were never involved with, the dialectic of 
opposites germane to the External Adept and the personal learning that can result from a temporary, time-limited, 
exeatic championing of one opposite against the other, or sometimes of both opposites at the same or at different 
times. 


Thus an Adept concentrate on the slow generational transmission of their esoteric Knowledge and/or on adding to the 
knowledge and understanding of human culture through such mediums as Art, music, Creefts, {2} science, literature, 
and scholarly study and research. There is thus no concern with what some have termed ‘the great replacement’; no 
need for so-called 'accelerationism'; and certainly no aim, no desire among us, as many mistakenly believe, to "seek 
the violent overthrow [of] Western civilization through violent means," {3} be such means described by the 
Establishment and others as "terrorism" or otherwise. 


For not only will that causal entity termed Western civilization naturally decline and fall and be replaced in the not too 
distant future, probably within the next hundred years or so, but such violent means means will achieve little, if 
anything, of any consequence in Aeonic terms, as Myatt during his years of neo-nazi activism came to understand from 
personal experience. {4} 


As Anton Long explained in 2012: 


"Our real work, both as individuals and as an Order - our Magnum Opus - is genuinely esoteric and Occult, 
and thus concerned with lapis philosophicus and not with some purely causal self-indulgence, or some 
ephemeral outer change in some causal form or forms, or with using such forms to try and effect some 
external change. For it is this esoteric, this Occult, work which will, affectively and effectively, introduce and 
maintain the Aeonic changes we desire and plan for - in its own species of acausal Time." {5} 


Furthermore, 


"that what, for human beings, is esoteric, evolutionary - that which presences acausal energy and thus Life - 
is inner not outer change. That is, that no causal form, no non-Occult praxis, produces or can produce Aeonic 
change, although such forms, such praxis, may occasionally result in some, a few, individuals each century, 
via pathei-mathos, achieving a certain insight and understanding and thence becoming changed, more 
evolved, human beings. Or, expressed differently, the changes wrought by causal forms - by wars, 


revolutions, empires, nations, and through means such as politics or social reform, or by governments - are 
transient, and do not, over centuries, affect human beings en masse. For humans remain and have remained 
basically the same; rather primitive beings, dependant on and in thrall to abstractions, to their emotions, to 
archetypal forces, and never developing their latent faculties, never fulfilling their Cosmic potential, with only 
a rare few human beings achieving wisdom. 


This is why initiatory Occult groups and orders of our kind exist - to manifest and maintain such 
understanding over centuries; to produce and encourage, over centuries, Aeonic changes, and to develop, 
evolve, human beings by means of Occult Arts and thus in the only effective way: from within; esoterically; 
by changing their character, their nature." {6} 


The rite of Internal Adept quintessentially expresses the nature of the Seven Fold Way and thus the nature of the O9A 
itself since it is a hermetic quest, an Gvo50c, whose goal is the discovery of Lapis Philosophicus, that is, of wisdom. {7}

The Rite Of Internal Adept 


The rite exists in two forms, one lasting three months, the other six months, and it is up to the candidate to 
decide which one they will undertake, and whether or not they (i) will build their own shelter and procure 
their own food by fishing, hunting, and gathering, or (ii) take a tent and sleeping bag and purchase ona 
monthly basis such food supplies as may be needed from a locality situated at a suitable walking distance 
(c.10 miles). Whatever length of stay or means of shelter and food is chosen the candidate can only take 
what they can carry on their own back. 


The task is to live alone in an isolated, wilderness area for the specified period with no contact with the 
outside world (except the little necessary if monthly supplies of food have to be bought) and without any 
modern conveniences (save for a tent and sleeping bag if required), with no means of measuring time (Such 
as by a clock or watch), using only candles [in a lantern] for night-time illumination, and having no 
communication devices (such as a mobile telephone) and no means of reproducing music or any other form 
of entertainment. 


The rite is to live in such a simple way for the specified period, and it is recommended that the candidate 
keep a journal to record their thoughts, feelings, and imaginings.

The journal of one person who successfully undertook the rite in the 1990s reveals the nature of the task, and as one 
commentator noted it involves complete oblivion of the ego. {8} 


That academics, critics and opponents of the O9A, have ignored or not Known about or have dismissed the important 
and necessary task of Internal Adept reveals either their lack of research into or a prejudice regarding the OYA.

In regard to Insight Roles the suggested tasks are varied and include: 


§ Join the Police or one of the armed forces and live the active life that such a profession entails. 

§ Join a well-established and traditional religious order - either Christian or Buddhist - and live the life of a 
monk/nun. 

§ Convert to Islam - either Sunni or Shia - and live the life of a devout Muslim, with one aim being to 
undertake Hajj. 


These tasks are not mandatory for it is one of the exercises of the External Adept to find a suitable role using as their 
guide the fact that it should be the opposite of their perceived nature with them expected to be honest in assessing 
that nature. Thus one suggestion of the early O9A was that a person who was something of a hedonist should become 
a Buddhist.
